EXECUTION AT ELIZABETH, N. J |

Jamyen Glemnom, tee Wife Mardarer,
Hanged —His Confesnion, and Kxplann-
itom of the Crime.

The extreme penalty of the law was yoster
day exeountd upon James Gleonon at Elizgabeth,
N.Jd.. i whnich town, exacdy a year sipoe, he
murdered b's wite, The fac's In conueciion
with the crime are brrefly the er~Glennbdn was
cmployed upon the works ol the Camden aud
Aoy fita !]nmtl Compnuy, and bore an excel
lent ehmiacey ftor genersl  stesrdiness aad
sonriety, Hig wite, however, by whom he had
two coddren, was an Intemperate woman, aod
generally neglecttul of ber home and her hus
band, and frequently eruel to her children,

Glennon remons tated with her (requently,
but to no pu pose, and at leagih her passion
jor dreink sand her negiect of her howe duoties
beeame so great that he was obliged to esution
the storekeopers in the neighborheod awainst
supplyiog her with say kind of iniocicating
hguor, with or w.ahont nuvment. This eourse
appenrs to have exasperated her, and 1o have
e ber to almost sturve ber ctddren,and on the
20th o1 April, 18656, the misenes ol his house-
nold were brought o a climax. On the moro-
iug ol that day Glennon went bome rathoer
ewiller than usual to dinoer, and found that hes
wite had managed to purchase & gquart of ram
irom o grocery store inthe neighbo.nosd, sad
bed become quite  intoxwcated. When he
g tered the rovm she was |ying, according o
his own confession, aeross the children's oradle,
with her beek towsrds him. He suddenly
became very violent, exelsimed **D-—n you!"
to s wite, und strock her a blow on the back
0i the head wlich felled her to the ground.

He tnen ruelied from the house in o state of
fremzy, but returned in 8 few minates and Lifted
his wile from the Goor by toe head, Ie asserts
thit ke strock her only cnce, and thet It way
irom the effects of that ope blow sbe died,
Some ndighbors, be'ng arou.sd by the pno'se in
Glernon's house, notitied e police, who found,
on examining the body ol Mia. Glennowp, that
she was quite dead, smd fhat *here were me=ks
#5 ol throtthing upon her throat, These mwarks
tue husbund nsserled were upon’his wile's throat
on the evening previors to the muorder, but he
ol red ro explivaiion ol their cause. [

Glennon was tried at the specinl torm;
Elizabeth, belore Judge Haines, on the 1uth ot
February Irst, wis jovd guilty of muorder in
the first degree, nnd sentenced 1) be huang by
the neck on the anniverse -y of the dayon which
he committed the ¢rime, Btuce bis trial he has
behavea with great sentlencss und Fiodness o
a1l these with whom he bas been awociated in
prison: and he bes alwavs persisisntly deénted
thut the killive of b's wile was eltaer premedi-
tured or inteational; e atitibut it to an un-
lucky blow, dealt 1o a moment of almost pardon-
abie passion. To the last be hud stoong hopes
ol @ reprieve, but the ualiring exert ous of many
[rienas were luule—even to prolong his life tor
atew deye more, His jeilors say that unt'l the
nicht belore the day tor which the execution
wis fixed. he hived, slept, and talived as usual;
but that on that night he could not sleep at all.
At two o'clock yesterday morning he lay down
for & short time on the beda, but he could nei
ther eleep nor be still; he was obliged to get
up and walk about has little cell.

Early in the day ne was vissted by his father
and uncle, the tormer living where his son was
born, in breoklyn, and they stayed with lnm au
hour or two, attempting to reconcile him to hig
fute, Later iu the day bis niece, who cried bit-
terly tuiroughont Ler interview with him, visited
the conviet, who also shed many tears in part-
ing with her, He comforted her, however, by
Baying that] it was bester he should awe then, as
hie was prepared, and that he skould die as he
had lived, a staunch Roman Oatholic. Torough-
out the morning he smoked a great desl, and
after his visitora had left he wasable to speak

uite coolly about the disposal of his body. He
amu took leave permnnlii' ol all his fellow-pri-
soners, who each shook him by the hand and
bade him keop u&dhia spirits. He wus imme-
diately after closeted with his spiritual adviser,
to whom he repested the substance of whal wo
have stated with regard to his erime,

At 12j o'clock the puisoner was led out by the
Sheniff to the place of evecui’on, within t'ye pro.
cinctsof the jail. As be appeared, with the fatal
novse pround h's throal, (hose who bod managed
to guin admission to (ne prison thronzed ud to
the scaflold in silenve, The Den .y 3herid (Mr,
A, A, Word) baving real the wa ant, which
specified thalthe execution should take place

He then kissed the cross amd knelt ‘down,
while the aﬂenr in attendance read cerialn por
tions of tho ritusl, sud snswered with tha re.
sponses in an undertone. His face was ashy
pale, but not a single evidence ol fear or trepl-
dstion was apparent. His hands were tolded in
front of him, andjihey wereasfirmly clusped as
though in the grasp of a friend, On rising from
his knees he shook bhands with and kissed the
various officers of the jail, and submitted to the
covering of the bluck cap with wonderiul com-
posure,

The Deputy Sheriff then read the usual for-
muly, ending with the words, “And may the
Lord have mercy on your soul.” Al the response
of “Amen," the y of the unfortunsate man
was suddenly jerked up by the falling of the
heavy weight beneath, and after a few convul-
sive spasms, which were fearlul to witness,
James Glennon ceased to exist.—N. Y. Tribuns,
